Dr. John Hutton, who is about to begin Ms pastor- 


ate at Westminister Chapel, London, has been preach- 
ing and lecturing in this country during the past few 
weeks. In the course of an interview recently, with an; 
editor of one of our leading religious journals, he gave j 
some views on our international relations in America! 
that are well worth repeating. In this he says: 
" 'Well, if you persist, I will say this. You 


have great freedom in talking about religion. 
This is one of your most outstanding virtues as a 
people. Religion is very much of a personal mat- 
ter. 
Of course, it is more than that, and your 


people~make it a subject of conversation and pub- 
lic discussion that is very wholesome. Then you 
are a happy and friendly people. You are care 
free. You seem to bear no wounds. You appear 
to have no heartaches. You look up to see your 
stars and sing the songs of Zion under a clear sky. 
Your burdens do not in the least affect your 
spirit. Perhaps you have none. That is what 
the people of Europe are thinking. 
Every na- 


tion over there must look down to see its stars of 
hope or it will see none. You are a people with- 
out a cross. You are seeing how it burdens 
others. It does not appeal to you. Indeed, you 
seem to fear it. You are seeking to flee from it. 
You are coming more and more to fail to under- 
stand those people who are compelled to bear it. 
You are calling them failures. You commiserate 
them. You call them the backward nations, the 
wrecked and the bankrupt peoples. A prosper- 
ous and aggressive people cannot understand the 
cross. They break and faint when forced to the 
way of Calvary. To them Golgotha is the place 
of a skull, the end of a spent life, the bones of 
what has been, and the hopeless remainder of the 
mystery of failure after many days of strife with 
no avail.' " 
" *In America's prosperous condition, what 


can the church do to save the nation from falling 
into an era of spiritual deadness and moral 
apathy?* 'V •*- . 
" 'Ah, that is a question more easily asked 


than answered,' he replied. 'It is easier to see 


what ought to be done than to do it. I have no 
advice to give. I have problems enough of my 
own. All I can do is to give the message of the 
cross and call your people's attention to what 
peril is facing them. I love America. All Eng- 
lish speaking people should come to understand 
each other. Our world problems are the same. 
If we fail, no man can tell what will be the out- 
come.' "

The following editorial taken from the New York

"The Government of the Irish Free State de- 


clares that there is no truth in the statement and 
common impression or assumption that it could 
have arrested De Valera at any time in the last 
year. The authorities~hunted him in rain. He was 
nahbed on Ms first public appearance. 
One ob- 


server at Ennis describes him as showing in his 
looks the result of want of exercise; that is, of long 
concealment and seclusion. He had refused many 
offers, however liberal, of amnesty. In the battle 
of blank cartridges at Ennis, Ms conduct or plight 
was ludricous, but why should a cloudy dialectician 
be expected to be "heroic"? There is a delightful 
touch in one of the grievances of The County Clare 
Eepublican against the brutal soldiery. The troops 


should have waited until De Yalera finished Ms 
speech! 


"The Government is expected to teep this 


apostle of ruin safe in jail under the new Public 
Safety act for the present. By thousands Ms gulls 
have been imprisoned. It was intolerable that the 
guller should remain at large. There is much bar- 
ren speculation upon the political effect of the ar- 
rest upon De Valera 's prospects of election— gen- 
erally regarded as sure, even before Ms capture-— 
and those of other Republican candidates * for the 
Bail Eireann. How about its effect upon the ma- 
ority of the Irish people? They are sick of dis- 
order and destruction. 
They want peace, work, 


reconstruction. The price they have got to pay 
for Ae Yalera ?s services to Irish Disaster is Mon- 
strous. The Free State Government has shown 
its courage. It has increased its prestige. The 
public sense of justice is no longer irritated by the 
imputed official tenderness to the chief arcliitect 
of crime against the State, against property and 
life. 


"We don't know how many dollars the Ameri- 


can Association for the Recognition of the Irish 
Republic has been able to raise and send; but the 
Republicans have no Mgh hopes. They expect to 
win few seats. On the other hand, the farmers 
and the Labor Party are making active canvasses. 
Does it make much difference whether the faint- 
ing 'martyr' of Ennis, in jail or out, is chosen to the 
Dail? He declared the other day: 


'Elected Republican members will all re- 


fuse to take any oath of allegiance to the King 
of England, and will meet apart and act to- 
gether as a separate body, working along Sinn 
Fein lines for the honor and welfare of our 
country and for her advancement among the 
nations.' 


"Swift's most savage irony was mild by the 


side of the unconscious irony of De Yalera des- 
cribing his work. The feeblest of Rumps seems to 
be the only hope of this muddled metaphysician. 
He can now cool Ms heels in jail and meditate
